HEAVE HO! LET'S GO! 

For the benefit of the many new subscribers to the 
Scandinavian Centre News, a brief outline of what is meant 
by the “Scandinavian Centre” is in order. It is just this: 

Some five years ago the five main Scandinavian groups 
in Edmonton, (i.e.) Swedish (Vasa), Norwegian (Sons of 
Norway), Danish (Dania), and Finnish and Icelandic Societies 
banded together to form the Scandinavian Centre Co-opera¬ 
tive Association. The purpose of the association was to draw 
together the Scandinavian people of the city and district for 
the advancement of their varied cultures and talents, arid to 
build a centre in which to carry on their social, cultural and 
recreational activities. It was planned that this centre should 
consist of an auditorium, a gymnasium, club rooms, restaurant 
and other facilities. 

To build the centre, of course, land was needed and 
money; and negotiations were started with the city for a 
building site to be leased by the association. Also plans for 
selling shares to interested parties got under way. Other 
money-raising projects for current expenses were undertaken 
with considerable success and means of publication were tried. 
A year or more ago it was decided to start a newspaper for 
the convenience and service of the different groups and to 
publicise news and progress for the Centre. The first issue of 
the Scandinavian Centre News came out in November of last 
year. 

Finally, in July of this year, the news broke of the city’s 
finding a suitable site for the Centre. Now, money is needed 
to get the work started. Quite a number of shares have been 
sold—but a great deal more will be needed before building 
operations can be undertaken. 

Shares are selling at $50.00 each, either cash in full or by 
installments, providing the full price of the share is paid 
within a year from contract date. 

If you would like further particulars, please fill out the 
form on the opposite page and mail as directed and a repre¬ 
sentative will call on you. This will not place you under any 
obligation. Just a chance to learn more of the Scandinavian 
Centre organization; its hopes and plans, and what part you 
can play in making them a reality.

The 
architects have re-drafted the original plans to suit the site 
and an artist’s sketch h as been completed. This will be 
printed in a later issue of the Scandinavian Centre News, but 
in the meantime you may see it by dropping in at the office 
of the secretary of the Scandinavian Centre Co-operative, 
Mr. S. A. Sorenson at 600 McLeod Bldg. You are assured 
that it is something that all Scandinavians will be proud of 
when it becomes a finished structure of steel, concrete and
